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Reconsideration of this application in light of the amendments and the 
following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Applicant would like to thank Examiner Shrestha for the courtesies 
exchanged during a telephone call on September 22, 201 1 with Applicant's 
undersigned Attorney. During this call Examiner Shrestha indicated that if the 
independent claims 1 and 10 were amended to recite the "means for permitting 
the credit analyst to resolve the credit approval request" is performed in "real 
time", this would then place the claims in condition for allowance, at least over 
the cited art of record. 



Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-16 are pending. By the present amendment, independent claims 
1 and 10 have been amended. Specifically, independent claim 1 has been 
amended to recite: "means for permitting the credit analyst to resolve the credit 
approval request in real time ", and similarly independent claim 10 has been 
amended to recite: "means for resolving the credit approval request on behalf of 
the portfolio manager in real time ." Support for these amendments can be found 
in paragraph [0048] of Applicant's specification. It is submitted no new matter 
has been added. 
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It is respectfully submitted, for at least the reasons explained herein, all 
pending claims in this application are now in condition for allowance. 

35 USC § 103 Claim Rejections 

I. Claims 1-3, 5,6, 8-11, 13, 15, and 16 are unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2002/0016758 to Grigsby in view of U.S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0087451 to Rieger, further in 
view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0107152 to 
Marlowe-Noren, and in view of U.S. Patent No. 7,725,354 to Schwarze; 

II. Claims 4 and 14 are unpatentable over Grigsby, Rieger, Marlowe-Noren, 
Schwarze, in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,1 12,190 to Fletcher; and 

III. Claims 7 and 12 are unpatentable over Grigsby, Rieger, Marlowe-Noren, 
and Schwarze, in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2002/0152161 to Aoike. 

Applicant respectfully disagrees with each of the above-rejections for at 
least the reasons set forth in Applicant's Response to Office Action dated April, 8, 
201 1, which arguments/remarks are repeated and incorporated herein. However 
in order to expedite allowance of this Application, Applicant has amended 
independent claims 1 and 10 as set forth above to further differentiate them from 
the cited art of record. 

That is, and as indicated by Examiner Shrestha during the September 22, 
201 1 telephone conference, none of the cited art of record, namely, Grigsby, 
Rieger, Marlowe-Noren, Schwarze, Fletcher or Aoike, taken either alone or 
together, teach or fairly suggest the recitation "means for permitting the credit 
analyst to resolve the credit approval request in real time" (independent claim 1) 
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or similarly "means for resolving the credit approval request on behalf of the 
portfolio manager in real time" (independent claim 10). And sin 

Therefore, it is respectfully submitted Grigsby, Rieger, Marlowe-Noren, 
Schwarze, Fletcher or Aoike, taken either alone or in combination with one another, 
do not teach or fairly suggest the present invention as currently recited in 
independent claims 1 and 10. Since claims 2-9 and i 1-16 depend from either of 
independent claims 1 and 10, by virtue of their dependency, and for at least the 
reasons discussed above with respect to independent claims 1 and 10, Grigsby, 
Rieger, Marlowe-Noren, Schwarze, Fletcher or Aoike do not render unpatentable 
claims 2-9 and 11-16. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

CONCLUSION 

Each and every point raised in the Office Action dated June 23, 201 1, has 
been addressed on the basis of the above amendments and remarks. In view of 
the foregoing it is believed that claims 1-16 are in condition for allowance and it 
is respectfully requested that the application be reconsidered and that all pending 
claims be allowed and the case passed to issue.
